Mr. 1RVAN moved to refer them to the 
committee on Federal Relations. 

Mr. GROVER made some remarks in re- 
lation to the reference. 

Mr. ROUSSEAU spoke in favor of his 
resolutions. 

Mr. AXDREWS moved to postpone until 
to-morrow at 3\ o'clock P. M. He thought 
this the most important question of the 
session. 

Mr. JOHXSOX also thought this a very 
important question and required care and de- 
liberation. 

And then the Senate adjourned.

Speech of the Hon. John J. Crittenden . 

Yesterday Mr Crittenden, in response to 
an invitation of the Legislature, addressed 
that body in joint session in the Hall of the 
House of .Representatives. He commenced 
speaking at 11 o'clock A. M, and spoke an 
hour and forty minutes. It was the most 
powerful and convincing speech to which 
we ever had the pleasure of listening. As 
we shall publish it in full to-morrow, we for- 
bear comments upon it at present. In view 
of its great importance, and the anxiety 
with which it will be looked for by the pub- 
lic, we shall publish a report of it, revised 
and corrected by Sir. Crittenden himself. 



The Military Bill. 

It will be seen by the proceedings of the 
Senate, that this bill comes up to-day at 10 
o'clock, A. M. Mr. Whitaker was making 
n. powerful speech against the bill when the 
hour arrived for going into joint session to 
hear the speech from Mr. Crittenden. He 
will be entitled to the lloor when the measure 
comes up. 

It is quite likely that the bill will be re- 
ferred and amended so that it will not con- 
flict with the Constitution. It does so now 
in several particulars. It empowers the 
Governor to appoint an officer which the 
Constitution expressly says shall be ehicted 
by those subject to military duty. It takes 
away the constitutional right of trial by jury 
in many cases. In short, it abounds with 
monstrosities which should not be tolerated 
Lit the bill be so amended that Senators 
can vote for it without disregarding the pro- 
visions of the Constitution, and it will pass. 
But we cannot believe that Senators will 
support the measure after the clear and un- 
answerable exposure of the deformities by 
Senator Whitaker.

Retolvcd, That while wo deprecate tho late 
success of the Republican party, and feel it to be 
our duty, in connection with our friends in the 
northern States, to give it our most determined 
opposition on all slavery and sectional questions, 
yet we distinguish between our opposition to a 
political party and the disruption and destruction 
of the Federal Union; and though we feel bound 
to continue our most determined opposition to the 
Republicans as a political party, yet while that 
party continues to so administer tho Federal 
Government as to preserve and protect our consti- 
tutional rights, respecting tbo institution of 
slavery or any other subject, wo see no just causo 
for placing Kentucky in a revolutionary position; 
but on the contrary we believe such action would 
he exceedingly injurious to the State. Wo aro 
therefore unqualifiedly opposed to all immediate 
secession movements, or hasty action by State 
conventions or otherwise, initiated with a view of 
dragging the State out of the Federal Union, and 
sottiug bcr adrift upon the dark and tempestuous 
ocean of revolution, without any auro beacon 
ligbt to direct her course and fix bcr destiny, and 
with an almost positive assurance of her disgrace 
and ruin.

Regulations of ihc Southern Confederacy 
fur Vessels -Vm ignting the Mississippi. 

As many rumors are afloat in reference to 
boats navigating the Mississippi, we publish 
the following extract in relation to the ac- 
tion of the Confederate States in reference to 
listing imports from the North. All boats 
beyond the limits of the new Confederacy 
going South are required to land at the port 
of Norfolk, Miss., a point just below the 
Tennessee line, when the Captain must fur- 
nish the Custom House officer with a list of 
his cargo. A permit is given to land freight 
at way points: 

All steamers and other vessels navigating 
the river Mississippi, destined for ports or 
places within the Confederate States, on ar- 
riving within the Territory of the Confed- 
erate States of America, Irom any port or 
place beyond the northern limits thereof, 
shall come to at the port of Norfolk, other- 
wise known as Nelm s landing, in the State 
ol Mississippi, and the master or person in 
command of every Ktich vessel shall 'make 
ilue report of the arrival of the said vessel 
by exhibiting to the Revenue officer at said 
port duplicate manifests of the whole cargo, 
declaring the name of the vessel, name of 
master, where from, the port of destination, 
und a lull and particular description of said 
cargo. And t-hall obtain from the Revenue 
officer a certificate indorsed on one side of 
the said manifests, of the fact of its exhibi- 
tion, and shall leave with the said officer 
a duplicate of the same.
